Edward Nugent 
Was born inthe south of Ireland in the year 
1834, and was consequently at the time of his 
death 46 years old. He spent his early life in 
Ireland and came to America in the year 1851, 
when he was but 17 years of age. After vis- 
iting a few other citiesin this country he came 
to St. Louis and settled permanentiy. He be- 
came an apprentice at the cabinet-maker’s 
trade and, in a few years, was 
graduated as a journeyman workman. In 
the year 1860 he married the woman 


Ella Nugent, whose murder he committed. 
The union resulted in five children, who, by 
their father’s death, are left: orphans. The 
eldest of the clgidren is John Nugent,a voy 
nineteen years old, whe is engaged as coach- 
man for a private family on Washington ave- 
nue. Ella, the eldest daughter, is seventeen 
yearsold. James is fifteen years, Susie is 
eleven, and Lizzie, the youngest child,is onlv 
six vears old. The latter two children are at 
an orphan asylum. The youngest chiid was 
reported to be ina dying condition shortly 
after the sentence of the prisoner, and he was 
allowed the privilege of visiting her. She 
recovered and still survives her father. 

Nugent was about five feet seven inches tall, 
oftrim figure and well-proportioned. His 
weight would not exceed 150 pounds when in 
the full enjoyment of health, although: at the 
time of his death he would not weigh over 155 
pounds. His hair and full beard wereof light 
brown, While his eyes were blue. The ex- 
pression of bis face and general demeanor 
were those of a quick-tempered mau, and he 
was of a decidedly nervous temperament. 
His appearance was that of an intelligent ar- 
tisan and he usually dressed ina blue blouse 
coat and dark —

Henry J. Redemeter 
was very nearly thirty-one years of age. He 
was born and raisedin St. Louis and had never 
been outside of the city for any consideraole 
length of time. He was of German descent 
and speaks German with much more ease than — 
English. Up to the time of the commission of 
the crime in expiation of which he was exe- 
cuted this morning he lived with his mother, 
an aged woman, now nearly eighty years old, 
oh Kossuth avenue near the Fair Grounds. 
He was always of a retiring disnosition, form- 
ing butfew acquaintances. When he became 
of age he learned the trade ofa tobacconist, 
which he followed up to the time he murdered 
Vosz. Hisonly near relatives are bis mother 
and brother, The latter has never visited him 
since his incarceration in the jail, it is said, for 
fear of having his name mentioned in connec- 


tion with an alleged scandal in which he was 
said to have been involved. He lives near Bis- 
sell’s Point in the northern portion of the city. 
Redemeier was a good cigar-maker and 
after serving his apprenticeship earned enough 
to support himself and his aged mother. 
In Redemeier’s personnel there was nothing 
remarkable, except, perhaps, his hair, which 
seemed to resist all efforts at combing and 
stood up straight. He was about five feet five 
inches, and lightly built, and since he has oe- 
cupied acell in the jail he has been poorly 
dressed, taking bis daily exercise in the cor- 
ridor in shirt sieeves. His hair was blonde, 
as was also a short, bristling moustache 
which he wore. His eves were of a blueish 
gray color. His nose was sharp and face 
rather broad. The countenance as a whole in- 
dicated a man of about the average intelligence.

Prayers of the Priests and the

The execution of Henry J. Redemeier, for 
the murder of Franz Vosz,and Edward Nu- 
gent, for the murder of his wife, took place at 
8 o’clock this morning inthe jail yard at the 
Four Courts. About 800 citizens witnessed 
the execution, a large ~~ being inside 
by invitation of the Shei > * the sur- 
rounding housetops being covered with spec- 
tators. The execution was one of the most 
orderly that has ever taken place in the city. 

Getting Ready. 

As soon aa the reading of the death warrant 

was finished. Nugent puton his hat and 


turned back into his cell, accompanied by his 
son. Deputies Hodnett and Pat Kane

Leonori and Wilson. His arms only were 

tied in the cell with small cords, which were 

passed around the arms above the elbows and 

drawn rather tightly. Hewas very pale and 

was continually moistening his 

blanched lips with his tongue, 

but he seemed to be firm ofpurpose, and 
whenever he spoke, which was very seldom, 

it wasina calm, even voice that did oe 
credit to his pluck. His chief care seemed 

be for his boy, and they spoke together in 
whispers while the tying was being done. 

When he was at last led out the 
boy utterly broke down, and his loud 
shrieks rang through the jail, visibly affecting 
Nugent, who halfturned tv go back to his 
boy. His fate wasto go forward, however, 
and atouch on the elbow was al] that 
was needed to bring him~ baek 
to a realizing sense of his fate. He had parted 
from the boy forall fime. Dr. Robinson and 
Jailor Ryan both shock hands with him as he 
passed out. 


Going to the Gallows. 
Before the reading of the death warrants in 
the ells) of the _ prisoners, twenty 


deputies arranged themselves along the 
narrow iron portico which frants the second 
tier of cells, and tbere remained until 
the march to the gallows began. 
Down the steps and out to the 
end of tbe jail properthe procession was a 
solemn and an orderly one. Nu- 
gent, accompanied by his _ spiritual 
adviser, was first of thetwo doomed men, and 
after four guards came Rederneier. The 
cortege moved two by two, and 
the prisoners continually stopped 
to shake hands with the guards. Nugent’s 
boy broke down completely in the cell after 
his father left, and the sound of his crying 
tilled the whole jail. 

Before quitting the murderers’ row, where 
they had lodged for so longatime, both Re- 
demeier and Nugenttook a solemn fare- 
well of their friends, Matt Lewis 
being especially moved by tne leave-taking. 
Whenthe party reached the deor leadin 
into the _ hospital, the crowd oO 
doctors and newspaper men pressed iato the 
procession and threw the whole line into dis- 
order. A PoOst-DISPATCH reporter was 
crowded right against Nugent, and as 
he pushed against him the culprit 
again pressed the reporter’s hand. 

‘‘How are you feeling now?’’ queried the 
reporter. 

NUGENT’S BOY.

The 
path to the gibbet was marked by two 
parallel ropes, on both sides of 
which was 4a dense crowd’ of 
policemen and civilians who eageriy and 
morbidly stared in the faces of both Rede- 
meier and Nugent, a scrutiny which 
they tried to ‘avoid. Whether it 
was. from tbe hard, cruel stare 
of the crowd or because of the sight of the 
unsighbtiv gallows, both the. prisoners, turned 
from the ghasuy pale look which they had 
worn all the morning to a deep burning 
crimson. Nugent made a motion as thougb he 
would hide his face in bis hands, but the 
forbade it, and Redemeier bit bis lip so thut 
It bled. This action on the 
part of the prisoners was 
only momentary, and it would be hard to say 
whose tread was the more even or plucky as 
they walked up the stairs which they would 
never descend either living or dead. 


On the Scaffold. 
The procession reached the scaffuld precisely 
at 7:37 o’elock. Nugent and Redemeler sat 
upon the bench sunning along the south esd 
ofthe gallows, surrounded by the priests.

Father 
Warde pressed the crucifix for the last time 
to Nugent’s lips. : 

Deputies Leonori and Kane tied the men’s 
legs below the knee and Kane and Bowman 
above. All this time Redemeier 
gaze at the upturned sea of 
faces. Nugent eontinued with his 
eyes fixed on the floor. Just as they had tied 
his legs he swayed and would have fallen 
backwards. He was supported by the 
priest and the deputies, and _ witn 
a great effort Nugent recovered his self-con- 
trol. Deputies Wilson and Kane placed the 
black caps on the two men, and three or four 
others assisted in adjusting the noose. Then 
al] stood back and there was amoment of in- 
tense suspense. Suddenly Deputies Coff 
and Kane kicked back the two 
bolts, and immediately Deputy Alex. 
trigger. Both men 
shot down instantaneously, their bodies 
twirled around several moments and al! was 
oyer. ‘The trap fell precisely at turee minutes 
to eight. 

A DISSENSION OF DIVINES. 

A little scene took place onthe scaffold 
which was not understood by many. It was 
witnessed and overheard by Deputy-Sheriff 
George Bowman and.areporter. Before Mr. 
Kopf, the Lutheran minister, arrived, Father 
Burke. had offered religious consolation 
to Redemeier, and both clergy- 
men accompanied bnim on the scaf- 
fold. Then Father Burke commenced 
reading from the ritual of the Catholic 
(burch to the condemned man. Mr. Kopf ob- 
jected, and said in a low voice to Father 
3urke: “This man is a Protestant, not.a 
Catholic.’ The reverend Father did 
not heed the interruption. Mr. Kopf then 
stooped down and asked Redemeierif he 
was a Protestant or Catholic. He replied: 
‘*‘] am a Protestant,and I don’t wantto be a 
Catholic.” Both ministers remained. how- 
ever, in attendance until the last moment. 


AN After the Drop. 


Drs. Robinson, Connery, Brigg, Hypes, 
Porter, Franke and Bock occupied positions 
under the scaffold. 

“Nugent fell heavily and hung 
rope’s end without a motion. 

tedemeier’s arms jerked spasmodically up- 

wards three times; his legs were drawn up 


until almost at a right angle with 
the body. and two nervous 
tremors convulsed his fr@ms. His chest rose 
and fell four times. 

Nugent made but: one movement, and that 


frum the 


- Was a spasmodic movement of the legs four 


minutes after the drop. 

Redemeier’s pulse was beating at 120 to the 
minute one minute afterthe drop. The pulse 
then declined to seventy-five, then to &ixty, 
and then commenced torun up. In three min- 
utes Redemeier’s pulse was beating at 106. 

Nugent’s pulse at the end of four minutes 
wes beating at 120, but irregular.’ At five 
mninutes it. was at 126, but very irregular. 

At eight minutes Redemeter’s pulse made a 
feverish rally and beat at 150 for a minute. - It 
then beganto flutter, and ut ten minutes 
after the drop had ceased altogether. Nu- 
gent’s pulse beat for a minute longer, and 
then the two were declared dead. 
At the end of twenty minutes’ the 
swinging bodies were cut down by Bob Hum- 
phreys and placed in the two rude coftins that 
were lying upon the ground. It was with 
great ditticulty that the police force cleared 
the yard of spectators who insisted upon re- 
maining to gaze atthe grim scaffold and the 
suggestive remnants of the fatal nooses. The 
bedies were taken to the Morgue, where 
they will be subjected to  sci- 
entific examination during the day. A 
casual examination after both bodies had been 
cut down warranted the statement that both 
men died without pain, the neck being dislo- 
cated in each instance. 


Nugent’s Last Hours. 

Nugent came out of his cell at 6:40, and be- 
gan walking up and down the jail close. He 
was dressed ntatly ina close-fitting suit of 
black, and he wore = a_ Dbilack crush 


hat. As soon as his breakfast 
was finished he lit a cigar, and cooly dropped 


,into conversation with one of the guards. He 
‘took up his walk about the center of the jail, 


walked east. and west with 
a cool, steady, even step. which did 
not varv. He noted the attention which 
the crowd was giving bim, but did not appear 
10 mind it atall, but rather to repay it with 
a scrutiny of hisown. Atacouple of minutes 
after seven bisson Edward Nugent arrived 
and was at once admitted into the 
oo The father had seen the bov 
yefore any of the guards had noticed him, and 
he swung round in his walk and. made 
through the crowd about the screen. ‘*It is 
my son!’’ said he to the outside guard. “* Wil} 
you not let him in?’ The boy was at once 
admitted, and father and son joined ina 
hearty: embrace which was soon over. 
The boy and father then paced the ftoor until 
the time came for dressing for the execution, 
which was7:l0a.m. John Nugent accom- 
panied his father to the cell and at twenty 
minutes past 7 the death warrant Was reail to 
Nugent in his cell at his 
own request. Hie stood there resolutely, 
bravely and witha half smile, smoking nis 
cigar alltbe time.. Just before the reading he 
shook hands with a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
and said, ‘*It’s hard, but I must stand it.”

Redemeier at Mass. 

When Father Burke went td Redemeier’s 
cell and told him that the time had arriyed 
for his last communion on earth with his Ma- 
her, and asked him to accompany Nugent to 
mass, Redemeter replied in a dogged manner, 
*“T do not want any mass; I wil! dieas I 
bave lived.’’ 

The young priest implored the condemned 


man to accompany him, but Redemeier only 
repeated, **I will die as I have lived. ”’ 
je was given up, and the little party filed 
into the temporary chapel. 
A half bour later Sheriff Finn arrived. He 
learred with surprise ‘that Redemeier 


and his deputies, to the jailors and | 


had refused the sacred rites, 4nd sent to his 


cell for him. A deputy broughthim to 

floor, and tbe Sheriff, taking him by the arm, 
gently suid, “Come, I want you to ge 
over there with me.” Redemeier ‘made no 
resistance whatever and quietly crossed the 
square and entered - the door to She 2 
During the solemn ceremony he’ sliowed no 
emotion whatever, preserving his peculiar 
stolid expression throughout. 


The Last Mass. 

At a little after five o’clock this morninz 
Father Burke, from the Cathedral, celebrated 
mass in the jail hospital; he brought the 
viaticum to"Nugent, and the last sacrament 
was administered to himxduring the progress 
of the mass. Only asmall number of people 


| were present at the sacrifice, including Mr. 


Finn, Mr. Ryan, and some i 0of 


the guards who. were with the 
prisoners throughout the night. Redemeier’s 
infidelity weakened during the night and he 
was a very devout attendant at the mass. The 
hospital in which the service was conducted is 
along, narrow building originally erected 
for an erysipelas ward. Father Burke had 
brougpt with him a temporary altar, which 
was putin place and covered with the usual 
cloths, anumber of candles were lighted about 
the table and the beautiful and solemn mass 
was said. Mr.Nugent-heard the mass in a spirit 
of deep devotion, his frame trembled occa- 
sionally, and he was evidently praying with a 
fervor which only a man in the presence of 
death can know. When the blessed’sacrament 
was administered to him he bowed his 
bead in bis hands and remained fora long 
time bowed in silentprayer. At last the mass 
was over and the sad procession streamed out 
upon the jail floor, and prepared for break- 
fast. 


The Last Breakfast. 
Twotrays bearing the last meal which the two 
doomed men partook of in this world were 
passed into the jail before the mass was over. 


There was coffee and beefsteak, the inevitable 
fried eggs, cakes, butter and syrup on 
each tray, and within the _ screen 
the knives and forks were removed by the 
guards, no possibility of suicide being in any 
way permitted. The guards examined care- 
fully the meat and bread which was passed in 
and felt through the coffee that 
nothing contraband might in any way 
be passed in. Everything was 
found to be all mght, however, and ina 
few moments the two trays were passed into 
the cells of the doomed men. They both atea 
very small meal, their appetites apparently 
being off. Although this is Friday, and 
4 fast day in the Catholic 
Church, Nugent ate more meat. than 
he did anything else. The dog@tors in atten- 
dance, Conery, Robinson, Porter and Briggs, 
also took breakfast in thejail. As soon as the 
collation was finished thetwomen got out 
ae the floor and began walking up and 
own. 


Scenes in the Jail. 
Shotrly after 7 o’clock the physicians and 
reporters were admitted to the Jail. There 
were several other persons present. The 


medical fraternity was represented by 
Dr. A. C. Robinson, of the Health Depart- 
ment, Dr. W. B. Connor, member of the 
Board of Health, Dr. Waldo Briggs, Dr. Wil- 
liam Porter, Dr. B. M. Hypes. 

PEOPLE PRESENT. 

Among others in the jail were: 

Deputy Coroner Frank O’Neil, ex-Jailor 
Conway, ex-Deputy Jailor Ryan, Tom Bo- 
land, of the Health Department, Mike Burke, 
Geo. Blake, Wesley Mortimer, Morrison Ren- 
shaw, 38 correspondent of the New York Sun, 
Jerry Ryan, Wm. Hardwick. 

As the prisoners were brought from their 
cell seventeen Deputy Sheriffs marched across 
the corridor into the yard to act as a posse 
around the scaffold. As the condemned men 
marched along the gallery from their cells a 
rush was made for the jail yard. 

Mr. A. N. Merrick, Redemelier’s attorney, 
came into the jail at about half-past seven 
o’clock to see his client. Among late arrivals 
were Ben Finney, Wm. Fitzgerald, Deputy 
Clerk of the Court of Correction, and Mike 
burke. s 


In the Jail Yard. 

At half-past 7 o’clock the jail yard was 
thrown open tothose holding cards of entry 
from the Sheriff, and in avery few moments 
the yard was as fullas it could hold. The 
popular uncertainty about the time of execu- 
tion made the crowd somewhat smaller than it 
would have been otherwise, but at the least 
calculation there were 800 people within the 
close. A detail of some thirty  police- 
men occupied the front rank. 


keeping the crowd back, and ail 
through tbe yard the blue coats were very 
plentiful. The crowd itself was the usual one 
which attends executions. Quite a number of 
the people present were gentlemen to whom 
a hanging might become at any day a personal 
matter, although there were at the same time 
a large number of gentlemen present who 
represented the very first circles of St. Louis 
society. While the prisoners were saying their 
final prayers, a hush fell upon tbe crowd so 
that the whisperingof the priests could be 
heard almost to the outer edge of the circle. 
When the drop fell there was a sudden sigh 
which went up from every breast in the 
throng, and which notified the boy within the 
jailthat his father had fallen through the 
deadly trap. Almost simultaneously with the 
elastic jerk of the rope came a long, wailing 
shriek from within the jail, diverting atten- 
tion fora time from the two bodies dangling 
on the gallows. Quite a number’ were 
unable to look upon the sight, and 
as the bodies began to. slide 
into the pit beneath, many a head was turned 
away from the ghastly spectacle. 


The Scenes on the Streets: 

As early as 5 o’clock people began to gather 
on the pavements in front of the Four Courts, 
and by 6 o0’clock the crowd had grown con- 
siderably in size. At 7 o’cloeck some 300 or 
400 people were anxiously awaiting admit- 
tance at the southeast corner of the building. 
There was evidently less interest excited than 
at the cime of Wieners’ execution, 
and the multitude on the streets was far fewer 
in numbers. ‘Towards 7 the roofs of the 
houses from Which a view of the jail yard and 
gallows could be obtained began tobe cov- 
ered with people, seeking every spot of 
vantage, and craning their necks to catch a 
glimpse of the scaffold. Eber’s saloon did a 
thriving and flourishing business,and the time 
passed rapidly as the crowd, which was good- 
natured in the extreme, took drinks, laughed 
and talked, discussing the execution and the 
murderers andas to whetherthe men would 
die game or not. Atlast the doors on the cor- 
ner of Twelfth and Clark avenue were opened 
and all those who had tickets and who were 
favored were admitted into the Jail yard. 


The Last Night. 

Last evening at 7 o’clock the guards in 
charge of the two condemned prisoners, Ed- 
ward Nugent and H. J. Redemeier, were 
changed, and the last watch on the murderers 
was commenced. Deputy Sheriffs Ryan and 
Carroll, who bad guarded the men during the 
day, were relieved, and their places were 
taken by Deputies Walshand Hodnett. The 
quartet was assigned this particular duty and 
had nothing todowith the execution which 
occurred this morning. Even at the early hour 
when the night watch was changed the silence 
within the jail was something extraordinary 
and appalling. . The sounds of 
the few: men on the _ (floor, as 
they walked about in the = discharge 
of their duty, could be distinctly heard 
throughout the entire building. The ringing 


' ofthe bell, announcing the approachof a 


visitor at the jail door, was reverberatea 
through the corridors, and caused a slight 
shudder among the occupants of the jail. Ap- 


/ parently the 200 prisoners confined within the 
| building were deeply impressed, as their

| | THE LAST SUPPER. 

As thesu pper hour arrived the two prison- 
ers ressed a desire to have something to 
eat. They were questioned as to what they 
would perfer, when both men stated that they 
only wanted a light meal, and thought that 


toast and tea would perfectly satisfy them. 


The deputies sent out forthe articles and 
the frugal meal was placed beforethem. They 

artook of the food intheir respective cells. 

he meal was eaten in perfect silence, and 
their thoughts as they took their last supper 
on earth can better be imagined than de- 
scribed. Two cups of tea and two slices of 
buttered toast concluded their repust, and 
both men apparently relished the meal. 

After finishing their repast the two men 
walked down from their cells to the floor of 
the jail. They were there treated to cigars, 
and both puffed the fragrant weed with 
seeming enjoyment. After the even- 
ing smoke was concluded the visiting 
season commenced. Nugent was the recipi- 
ent of numerous calls, while Redemeier only 
received one caller. 

THE FIRST VISITOR 
who called to see Nugent was ex-Judge 
Jones.. Nugent appeared to be very much 
pleased to see him. This call was made at 8 
o’clock and lasted ony afew moments. Nu- 
gent expressed his willingness to die, but felt 
deeply the disgrace which his death would 
cause the children. He stated his anxiety as 
to the future of his five orphan children, and 
said he did not know what would become of 
them. He hoped, however, for the best, and 
thought that some kind friend would watch 
overthem and direct them after his death. 
Whenever his thoughts were 
rected to his approaching 
bis voice wavered and he gave 
evidence of being deeply affected. In speak- 
ing of the document given to Judge Jones, 
supposed to be a confession, Nugent did not 
volunteer any information as to its contents. 
He said that he gave the document to 
Judge Jones, and that the latter was to use 
his discretion after Opening and reading it 
as to what sheuld be done with it. The 
Judge, consequently, did know what it con- 
tained and of course asked no questions about 
it. Nugent shook his visitor’s hand when the 
latter took his departure, and bade him 
“good-bye, forever!’’ ina firm and manly 
voice. 


The Family Gathering. 

A few moments after 8 o’clock last 
night Ella Nugent, John Nugent and 
James Nugent, the three children of 
the murderer, were admitted to the jail 
and were soon gathered together in a 
group just inside the screen. The conversa- 
tion of Nugent with his childrem lasted until 
11 o’clock, and consisted in giving them advice 
and protesting his innocence of the murder of 
their mother. Thesobs of the daughter as 
the talk continued were quite audible some 
distance from the affecting scene. The four 
occupied chairs and were not interrupted, as 
even the guards were impressed with the 


sacredness of the last talk between the 
father and his children. Finally, at 11 o’clock 
the children took their leave and bade 
the man _ farewell. John was the 
first toextend his handand say good-bye. 
James followed and the prisoner told them 
farewellina remarkably calm and collected 
manner. He broke down completely when 
his daughter kissed him and threw her arms 
around his neck. The two sobbed and wept 
bitterly. The poor girl could not control her 
grief, even after she reached the street, as her 
sobs were beard after she startedfrom the 
building in company with her friends. 

After seeing his daughter leave the jail Nu- 
gent went directly to his cell and placed him- 
self upon the bed. He ‘Temained alone for 
some few moments and then requested the 
presence of one of the deputies. He 
continued to talk with 
until 12:30 o’clock, when 
he took a cigar and smoked it. He expressed 
a desire not to be left alone, but refused an 
interview or talk with any of the newspaper 
men. 

When asked if be wished any whisky. Nu- 
gent said that he did not want any. He af- 
firmed that he was to take holy communion 
at an early hourin the morning, and wanted 
to meet his God at the communion, and on 
bis death be a sober man. 

At 2 o’clock the prisoner retired to his cell 
again, and was soon in a slumber. He re- 
mained asleep until awakened this morning 
to prepare for the holy communion. 


Redemeier’s Last Night. 

tedemeier spent the night quietly, sleeping 
nearly six hours and 2 half. He was not 
roused until this morning to make the neces- 
sary preparations for execution. Mrs. Red- 
emeler, the mother of the murderer, called 
yesterday morning to take a last farewell of 
her son. She is an old, infirm, ignorant wom- 


an nearly eighty years of age, was admitted to 
the jail corridors, and Redemeier was soon at 
her side. The mother and son conversed in 
German for some time,during which the tears 
coursed down her shrunken face, and finally 


?she took a touching farewell of her son, who 


seemed unmoved by the surroundings. The 
broken-hearted old woman went away andthe 
jail doors were closed upon Redemeier, who 
immediately resumed his solitary walk along 
the corridor. Shortly before 7 o’clock last 
evening Sheriff Finn and a brother-in-law of 
Redemeier’s entered the jail and engaged 
Redemeier in conversation and for the first 
time since his incarceration he spoke coher- 
ently and rationally on several subjects. After 
the commission of the deed for which he died 
to-day, he maintained a stolid silence which 
frequently continued for several days at a time 

during which he did not exchange a word 
with any of the prisoners and only spoke to 
the guards when such was absolutely neces- 
sary. He has continued to act in this manner 
ever since. Last summer he _ and 
Kotovsky, the murderer of Augusta Simons, 
were placed in the same cell, greatly to the 
dissatisfaction of Kotovsky, who said that 
Redemeier would not speak to him at all for 
whole days and never conversed freely. His 
actions were looked upon with worder by the 
prisoners, who were uncertain whether Kede- 
meier was in reality insane or whether his con- 
duct was assumed simply for the hetter es- 
tablishment of his alleged insanitv. When 
approached by the Sheriff yesterday evening a 
complete change came over him, and he threw 
off the assumed character in which he has ap- 
peared during his imprisonment. The Sheriff 
informed him that there was not the least rav 
of hope left, and that on to-day he would 
suffer the penalty of his crime. He replied 
that he was convinced ofthe fact and only ex- 
pected death. Allusion was made to Rede- 
mejer’s assertion made a few days ago that 
the deputy sheriffs would have to drag him 
from hiscellto ‘*‘murder” him. Sheriff Finn 
said that there would be no use in resisting 
the officers; he should die likea man. To 
which Redemeier replied that he saw that 
there was nous¢ in such a step and that it 
was the _ of a manto die bravely, and 
he ba resolved to +do this. 
The conversation then drifted to religion, and 
when questioned on this subject he replied: 
**T believe there is a God, but I do not believe 
in a hereafter.’’ At 8 o’clock he left the Sheriff 
and walked up and down the corridor several 
times in deep meditation, and after some time 
he asked that pen, ink, poper and candles 
be sent to his cell, No. 51. Short- 
ly after 9% o’clock he went to his 
apartment, where the desired articles had al- 
ready been placed. He took up the pen, and 
after hoiding it ovér the paper for some min- 
utes, intending, he said, to write a letter, he 
laid it down again and rising and pushing the 
candles, be threw himself onto his couch. 
where he sat conversing in his 
old tone about his case, He said: 
‘‘It must come: and a man should die 
bravely.’’ To others of the guard, and per- 
sons connected with the City Jail: ‘*You bet 
I will die game,’’ He remained awake until 
about 10:30 0’clock, when he fell into a deep 
slumber, from which he but partially awoke 
once or twice. He expressed a desire to take 
a cup of coffee at the guards’ 
lunch time, but as be was sleeping 
soundly it was deemed advisable to let him 
rest. Sheriff Finn placed everything that 
conia be asked in eatables and drinkables at 
his command, but he did not eat anything 


outside of the regular jail board, Rontenting 
himself with two or three swallows of brandy 
since yesterday afternoon. He rested well un- 
til awaked to make pfeparations this morning 
for the last act of his life. 


Redemetfer Made Ready. 

Atten minutes past seven Retilemeier was 
taken to his cell, accompanied by Mr. Gidry 
and Rev. Kopf and theuncle. They all knelt 
in piayer for afew moments and then Mr. 
Gidry exhorted the doomed man to die like 
a Christian. The old uncle frequently inter- 


rupted with approving ejaculations. 

During the service Redemeier sat with eyes 
cast to the floor and his elbows resting upon 
his knees, 

At the conclusion of the reading of Nu- 
gent’s death warrant Deputy Sheriff Wiehms 
came to his cell to go throuch the same from. 

During the reading Redemeier stood lean- 
ing against the door of his cell with his brows 
knitand a seeming scared look upon bis fea- 
tures. He held his hatin his hand and re- 
majned in his shirt sleeves. He seemed now 
to appreciate his position and his features 
took ona most despondent and gloomy look. 

When the reading was finished, he said, **It 
is not right to do this to me, because it is an 
unjust sentence,’ 

ethen re-entered his cell and Deputy 
Humphreys pinioned him. They tied his 
arms behind bim. When this operation com- 
——— he broke down completely, but shed 
no tears. 


A Visitor to Redemeier. 

Redemeier came out of the cell at ten min- 
utes to 7 a.m. accompanied by Deputy Hod- 
nett. He was smoking acigar, and he walked 
along the gallery with a hasty tread. He 
seemed to be ina hurry. He was very pale. 
His uncle, John Snyder, was admitted to the 
floor of the jail. Redemeier shook hands with 
him, and then they both commenced an earn- 
. st conversation in Low German, 


A bystander explained to the reporter that 
the uncle was scolding Redemeier for his 
crime. The old gentleman seemed to resent 
bis having joined the Catholic Church, and he 
besought him to accept the offers of the Rev. 
Kopf, of the Evangelical Church, and Mr. H. 
Gidry, of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, who were standing by. Throughout 
the conversation Redemeier did not change 
expression,and only spoke in short and evi- 
dently phlegmatic sentences which were un- 
satisfactory to the minister and the uncle. 
Redemeier was — pale and seemingly cold, 
but a reporter took him by the hand and found 
it fairly burning with a fever heat. This fact 
destroys the idea of insensibility. 


Outside the Jail Last Night. 

During the early hours of the night the hall- 
way leading to tie jail and the sidewalk in 
front of the Four Courts building contained a 
motley crowd of people, who gathered about 
the premises in the hope of gaining a glimpse 
ofthe doomed prisoners. In this, however, 
they were not successful, as the greatest pre- 
caution had been taken by the officials in 
charge to prevent any public exhibition of the 
prisoners. The iron doors leading to the jail 


were kept closed, and the interior of 
he jail was not visible. The people, 
nding that they were not able tosecurea 
sigbt, gradually dispersed, and by mid- 
night the entire building owas _ free 
from all intruders and contained only the 
night oflicjalsand policemen bringing in per- 
sons arrested for petty crimes and offenses. 

Towards daylight the erowd again gathered 
about the front door and increased in num- 
bers asthe time approached for the execu- 
tion. Atthe latter hourthe police guarded 
all the entrances to the building and jail yard, 
and refused admission to every one not pro- 
vided with the proper card issued for the oc- 
casion. 


Nugent’s Crime. 

Edward Nygent committed the crime for 
which he waS hung to-day on the 20th of Au- 
gust, 1876. Prior to that date he lived with 
his wife, Ellen, and three childrenin a little 
house on Grove avenue, between Bailey and 
Kossuth streets, near the Fair Grounds. He 
was a earpenter by trade, and earned very 
good wages, which he usually spent for 
liquor. As he was improvident the family 
would never have been provided with the 
necessaries of life, if his wife, who was an 
honest, steady woman, had not assisted him 


byftaking in washing. By good management 
ake had saved sufficient money to enable her 
to purchase the little homestead on which 
they lived. Her industry and her excellent 
care of the children made no impression upon 
her husband. 

Mrs. Nugent was patient, and she bravely 
suffered his ill-treatment without complaining 
to avoid the publicity which such aa action 
would cause. At times she threatened to 
leave him, but she never did so. ‘Though she 
was a good woman, with many nobie qualities, 
she was imperious, and when her purposes 
were thwarted she gave way to anger—which, 
however, she never allowed to obtain 
supremacy over her will without a struggle. 
Nugent’s spasms of drunken fury dissipated 
Kis wife’s good intentions. and she had grown 
querulous and bad-tempered. During the 
two years before 1876 the badly-mated pair 
quarreled frequently. 

When Nugent’s temper was unusually vio- 
lent he often attempted to beat her. On one 
occasion his ever handy revolver was picked 
up, and four of its chambers were emptied in 
a vain endeavor to kill his wife. On another 
he drew a knife and severely cut her. These 
attacks caused Mrs. Nugentto fear death at 
the bands ef her husband, and she lived ever 
afterward in apprehension of the approach of 
the inevitable furious fit of alcoholism which 
was to effect such a terrible result. 

Notbing had occurred during the week prior 
to the murder that would cause one to sus- 
pect that Nugent was premeditating a delib- 
erate crime. 

He wentaway from home early in the morn- 
ing of the 20th of August, 1876, and did not 
return until 6 o’clock in the evening. When 
he entered the house he spoke harshly to his 
daughter, Mary Ellen, whom he scolded be- 
cause she bad not informed him of her pur- 
chase of some articles on the day before. 
Mary perceived that ber father was under the 
influence of liquor, and ‘as she was fearful 
of creating a quarrel between him and her 
motber she remained silent. At length Mrs. 
Nugent informed him that Mary had obeyed 
her command in the matter. Then Nugent 
turnedto her in a rage and used several 
harsh epithets. As she did not reply, no 
fuel was added to the fire of his passions, 
and his fury was the sooner spent because of 
its violence. 

THE MURDER. 

A few minutes after this incident had oc- 
curred Mrs. Nugent went out inthe yard for 
some stove wood, andtook with her little 
Lizzie, her youngest child. While she was 
gone Nugent got his revolver, and after men- 
tioning to hisson that he intended going 
bunting on the morrow, he sat downon the 
kitchen-stoop and began to cleanit. When 
he had finished this task, he placed a new cap 
on the nipple of the onlv chamber which was 
loaded. Ly this time his wife had returned, 
and was kindling afire with which to prepare 
the evening meal. Heasked hera question 
about a clothes-pole which he saw lying on 
the floor, and as he was not answered, he 
broke the pole into pieces, which he 
threw away. Then he picked up his revolver 
and walked acrossthe room, close to where 
his wife was standing by the cupboard. Mrs. 
Nugent bad burnt several matches while try- 
ing to light the fire, and was procuring an- 
Other, when her husband shouted that he 
would **have no more foolishness.’’ As she 
turned toward him, he leveled his revolver, 
took deadly aim and fired. The poor woman 
fellon the floor, face downward, with her 
hands crossed under her and tightly holding a 
bundle of matches. The bullet had been true 
to ites aim. Death was almost instantaneous. 

The children ran to their mother, and, with 
words of endearment, tried to obtain one last 
look, one sign of affection. 

At last Serv discovered that her mother 
was dead; of which fact she told her father. 
He replied that he «new it, but did not care.

Then he walked to the yard-gate, where he 
stood and hallowed fora policemen. As he 
received no answer he returned to tha house 
and put on bis boots and his hat, after which

THE TRIAL. 

During the Coroner’s investigation into the 
case on the next day Nugent affected intense 
sorrow. He claimed that he had been trying 
to fix the hammer of his revolver, which 
was out of order, when it had 
accidentally fallen on the ca and 
discharged the load. But his explanation was 
not sufficient to break the chain of testimony 
which was given by his children, and he was 
held accountable for the homicide. _ 

On December 2, 1877, he was arraigned in 
the Criminal Court, and, as he pleaded inno- 
cence, his case was set for trial. It was con- 
tinued on January 16, 1878. to March 26. Then 
it was again continued, and the same action 
was taken twice before October 16 bad ar- 
rived, on which date it was learned that 
James and Mary Ellen, the two eldest of Nu- 
gent’s children, upon whom the Circuit At- 
torney had relied for a conviction, had myste- 
riously disappeared, the former from a Cath- 
olic orphan asyium and the latter from the 
House of the Good Shepherd, which is also 
a Catholic institution. Search was made for 
them bv detectives, but they could not 
be found, until circumstances had ren- 
dered their testimony po longer necessary. 

Aiter having continued the case four times, 
the Circuit Attorney, who was the late Lewis 
B. Beach, feared that he would have to allow 
Nugent to escape, as there was no witness to 
testify against him Then began a trial of 
wits between Nugent’s attorney, Mr. Frank 
Turner, ahd Mr. Beach. At last the latter 
triumphed; it was learned that a former 
neigbber of Nugent’s, a man named B. Wuel- 
ler, had seen the murder, while looking 
through a brokenshutter of Nugent’s house. 


He was found without trouble, and in De-. 


cember, 1878, the murderer was convicted. A 
supersedeas was granted an@ appeals were 
made to both the Appellate Courts, which, 
however aftirmed the judgment of the lower 
court. 

A few days ago Nugent said to the writer, 
“The evidence was made up against 
me; I never had a chance for my life. 
Why did Wueller remain silent two years be- 
fore he appeared to testify against me?’’ 

A short time afterward he remarked, ‘‘I 
am not guilty, but I shall be hung,” while 
bis countenance betrayed the emotion under 
which he was laboring. 

After sentence was finally passed upon Nu- 
gent, his children Mary Ellen, James and 

ohn were unremitting in their exertions to 
secure a pardon. The two first named went 
to Jefferson City and implored the Governor 
unsuccessfully for pardon. Their devotion 
to their unfortunate father is not the least 
touching incident of his crime and trial. 


Redemeier’s Crime. 

About 9 o’clock in the morning of June 19, 
1878, Henry J. Redemeier was indolently re- 
clining on a pile of bricks near some men who 
were working on a new building at the corner 
of Kossuth and Bremen avenues, in North St, 
Louis. He occasionally whistled, and now 
and then threw stones at passing dogs, but he 
never quitted his seat until nearly an 
hour after noen. A mortar-carrier who had 
made several trips past Redemeier thought 
that he acted very strangely,and consequently 
asked him what he was doing. 

‘*] am laying for a fellow working on this 
building,’’ was the answer. As the mortar- 
carrier had no time to waste in bandying 
words with aman whom he did not know, 


he resumed his work. As he 
turned to go away he passed Franz Vosz, an 
old man, a stone-cutter and mason, who 
was employed on the building. If he had 
thought KRedemeier’s assertion worth atten- 
tion, and had informed Vosz of what he had 
heard, itis probable thata life would have 
and Redemeier would 
hung this morn- 
ing. considered Redemeier’s 
answer mere idle talk, andso he said noth- 
ing. 

z THE MURDER. 

Vosz approached very near to where Rede- 
meier was sitting, and then stooped to* assist 
some Other workmen to raise a heavy stone, 
which was needed in the building. While 
Vosz was in this posture Redemeier quickly 
arose from his seat, drew a 
revolver frem bis pocket and 
with a few agile bounds he was by the stone- 
cutter’s side. Then there was a flash and the 
report of a discharged pistol, and Vosz was 
seen to fall over among the stones and bricks. 
A stream of blood spurted from the right 
side of his neck, where the ball had entered, 
and thence had passed backward through the 
spinal column. 

The assailant leaned over the prostrate man 
and fired again. The ball struck below the 
left shoulder blade, and perhaps reached the 
heart. Once more was the trigger of the pis- 
tol pulled, but further mutilation of the body 
was prevented by the failure of the cap. 
Then Redemeier turnedtoward the workmen, 
of whom there were twelve or thirteen, 
and while watching them, asif apprehensive 
of an attack upon him, he slowly wiped his 
powder-stained weapon with a hankerchief. 

THE ARREST. 

The horror-stricken crowd made no attempt 
to arrest him, and after he had finished the 
cleaning he nonchalantly walked away from 
the scene of his crimc, down remen 
avenue, along which Police Officer H. H. 
Smith was hurrying toward him, as he had 
heard the shots and at once had started ona 
run in the direction from which the sounds 
proceeded. Smith passed Redemeier on his 
way to where the little knot 
of men were congregated around the stone- 
cutter’s body, from which life had already 
fled. ‘“‘Hurry! there goes the man; you have 
passed him,’ exclaimed a bystander as he 
pointed toward Redemeier, who was still 
making leisurely progress down the avenue. 
Smith turned and retraced his footsteps, not 
going — quickly, for he was 
fearful ) alarming Redemeier b 
making a noise. He approache 
within a short distance of Khedemeier, before 
the latter discovered his presence. 

Then arace began. Redemeier was exert- 
ing ever muscle to maintain his liberty, but 
Smith, than whom there were few better 
men onthe police force, steadily gained on 
him. Suddenly Redemeier realized that he 
would be run down and =o »probably 
captured if he _ trusted to his legs 
only, and thinking that he might 
as well make a fight for his life at that time as 
to do so Jater on, he stopped and attempted 
to extricate his revolver from his pants’ pock - 
et, in which it had by some means become 


entangled. Before he could accomplish his. 


purpose Smith had leaned upon him and had 
seized his throat with one hard, while with 
the other he grasped his _ pistol-arm. 
A struggle ensued, and Redemeier was borne 
to the earth. Other persons who had come 
up by thistime, now rendered Smith assist- 
ance, and arrest was made. 

The prisoner was escorted to the Fourth 
Broadway, which 
hooted made 
threats against his he 
was arraigned at the station he told his name 
and residence, which was nearthe corner of 
Nineteenth street and Bremen avenue, and 
he admitted his crime with the exquisite 
hms sae of a bully and would-be desper- 
ado. 

THE INQUEST. 

At the Coroner’s inquest that afternoon it 
was learned that Voez had lived at No. 3019 
Kossuth avenue, was a native of Germany,and 
lefta wife and two children. About two 
years prior tohis death he was a contractor, 
and at that time Redemeler was in his employ 
asalaborer. A difficulty arose as to the pay- 
ment of some money by Voez, and Redemeier 
then made threats of killing him. Redemeier 
was taken from the police station to the city 


‘jail on the next morning. 


THE TRIAL. 

On the 22d of August, 1878, he was ar- 
raigned for bis crime. In response to an in- 
terrogation he said: ‘‘I killed the man: I 
plead guilty.’’ All persons present were 
surprised, and Judge Jones warned

condemned to execution. The result wa, 
that the facts were submitted to the Court, 
who allowed a plea of not guilty to be enters; 

On December 11th, 1975, he was tried ang 
found guilty. Sentence was pronounted fo, 
the second time, buta stay of proceedings way 
granted, and the case was taken to the Supreme 
Court, which, on the 21st of last March, decideg 
in support of the lower court’s decision. Ay. 
other effort was made to save his life by hig 
attorney, who now was Mr. A. N. Merrick. 
An old law, which permits a jury and the 
Sheriff to enquire intoa prisoner’s menta| 
condition after be has been convicted, was 
brougbt to light; and on Apri! Wh such an in- 
quisition was begun. A number of experts 
were examined, but no testimony rndicating 
insanity was adduced, and a verdict unfavor- 
able to Redemeier was returned on the 9h 
inst. | 

Nugent’s Last Statement. 

As stated in yesterday’s Posr-Disratcu, 
Nugent handed to Judge Wm. (C, 
Jones's an envelope containing what 
purported te be his confession. with the en. 
dorsement **to be returned to Edward Nugent 
in case his execution does not take 
place or is delayed.’”” The confession 
is now in the hands of Judge Jones and was 
opened’b y him this morning. Judge W.C. 
Jones was presiding at the Grand Lodge of 
the Knights of Honor when finally run dowa 
by a Post-DispatTcuH reporter. The Judge 
readily gave his permission to have the docu- 
mentcopied. The following is the statement 
as written and sworn to: 

THE LAST STATEMENT. 
Four Courts’ JAIL, April 21, 1889. 

Having abandoned hope of commutation of 
the death sentence imposed upon mie, and 
standing before death’s door,I feel it devolves 
upon me to make a statement tothe pub- 
lic to let them judge after I _ shall 
be gone whether I am i innocent 
or guilty of the crime for which I shall suffer. 
I can but repeatin this statement the evi- 
dence which was given at mytrial in Decem- 
ber, 1878. This evidence would have been 
upheld, substantiated and proved to be true 
by my daughter, Mary Ellen, and by my sen 
James William had they been here to testify 
at the trial. - 

I will not repeat the story; I willlet my 
daughter Mary Ellenand my son James Wil- 
liam exonerate me before the community, 
who now seem determined to have a sacrifice to 
the demon murder which at the presenttime 
runs rampantin thecity. Ifmy death will 
stay the reign of bloody crimes the sacrifice is 
not too great.’ Whether the policy, is good to 
let ‘an innocent man suffer for the bloody 
deeds of others must be determined by others 
than myself. 

The evidence upon which I was convicted had 
for the most part no connection with the 
crime of which I stood charged. It was a 
mass of the vilestlies that any human tiends 
are capable of uttering. It Was a network of 
falsehoods over which Satan must bave 
smiled. Iforgive the men who unstigated 
these perjuries. I forgive them that executed 
the same. A just Providence, a just God, will 
not let them go unpunished, although I 
may pray ‘‘Father forgive them, they knew 
not what they did.’’ No such evidence was 
in existence before the latter part of 1878. 
What would the community tbink if such evi- 
dence had been in existence and the witnesses 
living all the time within the eity limits and 
State?’ But its representative, Mr. Lewis B. 
Beach, puts the case off from term te term 
until eighteen months have _ passed, 
thus making expense for the city and keeping 
me in jail, while he could and should have 
brought me to trial long before, and, if the 
evidence were true, should have convicted 
me eighteen months prior to the time he did. 

Were those witnesses present at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest? Yes, they were all present, 
but only one or two were examined. 

_Were they examined by the Grand Jury? 
) 


For what, then, the delay? I will supply 
the answer. Il was held by the Coroner for 
the grand jury on thetestimony of my boy 
James William, and daughter, Mary Ellen. 
The natural horror which attends such an ac- 
cident could not help producing an impres- 
sion on their minds. They were young yet. 
She was but fourteen. the boy but ten. 
They were at the time under 
the influence of their aunt, Mrs. Corbett, who 
was a sister to my wife, and the fatal accident 
oniy beightened her hatred towards me. Both 
children were threatened with chastisement 
if they did not say what their aunt told them 
to say. Theyhadno other home. Their 
mother was dead. Their father was in prison. 
What else could they do’ Lwill not dweil 
on this any longer, but leave 
that to the children themselves to explain. 

W hat caused the horrible suspicion’ That 
we both did not live happy togethers true; 
that we quarreled now and then is also true; 
but that 1 ever laid a hand on her in violence 
is false. 

But people will ask, why were not those 
ehildren there to ve my innocence? and the 
answer will be that they were scared off by 
my attorney, Frank D. Turner. 

The Circuit Attorney, L. B. Beach, connted 
on their evidence. They not being foun |, he 
suppiied their expectant testimony by such as 
were willing and ready to substitute a lie for 
the truth. He thought little of the means he 
employed if his ends were only gained. And 
why were my children brought out of my 
reach by my attorney?’ In answer to that I 
must go back to tbe time when 
he .was employed a” me as counsel 
I intended to employ either Gov. Charles P. 
Jobnson, James J. McBride or Robert S. 
MacDonald to defend me. Mr. F. D. Tur- 
ner solicited the case. He frequently sent 
he ewe to me in his interest. Le often came 
n bimseif and said that either of the above 
named attorneys would eharge me $1,000 eash. 
He would take my case, however, for $200. 
He told me that he could have me 
discharged in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, and if nottbere before the grand 
jury. Relying on this and trusting in my in- 
nocence andthe justice of my cause, and at 
the same time feeling anxious to save my lit- 
tle homestead for 5 children, I entrusted 
him with the case. He managed to get me to. 
sign over to him my place under similar pre- 
tenses. The next thing I heard was that he 
was endeavoring to have my two chil- 
dren leave the city. How he 
accomplished it, I do not feel at 
present abieto explain, and most I knew re- 
poe it | have heard from others. Why 

e should bave done that1 cannot say, but I 
believe be did it in order to have as little 
trouble with the case as possible, since he al- 
ways told me afterwards that my case would 
have to be dismissed. If he bad other reasons 
Iam ignorant of such. At the time I en- 
trusted Mr. Turner with my property he 
told me he would hold it 
for me until I came out of jail, 
but he sold it since long ago, and when I saw 
that nothing came true that he said, I wanted 
him to give part of the proceeds he reatized 
from the sale to Gov. Johnson, but he refused 
to do so, saying that Gov. Johnson would get 
all the credit in the matter and be had worked 
the case and would be forgotten. But actual- 
ly be had done nothing in the case before the 
irial came up, save to make motions

The Counterpart of the Marshfield Dis- 
aster. 
{From the New York Sun. j 

The tornado that destroyed the village of 
Marshfield, Mo., on Sund@y evening, recalls 
that which visited the town of Wallingford, 
Conn., one evening a little less than two years 
ago. There was a close resemblance between 
the two storms in all particulars save one. 
The Wallingford storm touched the earth only 


long enough to scoop up the water of a little | 


lake and level all objects in a pathway less 
than a mile long, while the storm of Sunday 
evening had a much broader and longer 
sweep. The stories of evye-witnesses of tie 
coming of these whirlwinds read almost 
like accounts of the same event. All 
speak of a black cloud accompanied by 
fleecy white, with a motion like that of a 
revolving shaft moving with terrible veloeity 
along the earth. Accounts of the tornado of 
Sunday night are wanting in details of the 
manner in which the destruction was accom- 
plished; but persons who saw the passing of 
the Wallingford whirlwind said that when it 
struck a building the walls were crushed as 
though the moving body had been a column of 
unyielding, solid substance. And such it was 
in effect; for the ‘‘black cloud’’ was composed 
largely of objects that it had caught up from 
the earth. When it swept against a tree, the 
cloud scemed to wrap around it, grinding off 
the bark, stripping the branches from the 
trunk, and finaliy twisting the body of the 
tree in two or upsetting it. The Wallingford 
tornado iasted only avery short time. Per- 
sons who were prostrated by it found that it 
had passed before their terror had left them. 
In Wallingford some twenty-three persons 
were killed outright, and a few of the 
wounded subsequently died. A coincidence 
is that in each case a public school building 
was spared, and thither the victims of the 
storm were carried. Marshiield is ona pla- 
teau, but not ata great altitude, nor particu- 
larly exposed. Wallingford—the portion 
swept by the tornado—is on a plain, and the 
storm seemed to come fyom over the lofty 
billsto the north. Itistrue of the greater 
number of similar whirlwinds im this coun- 
try that they have struck in localities that 
were regarded as ina measure sheltered from 
storms, or not particularly exposed. A note- 
worthy feature of these disasters is the fact 
that no living thing escapes the terror that 
their coming inspires. Just before the storm 
bursts there is usually a moment of nearly 
perfect calm and stillness, during which all 
creatures seem to scent the impending calam- 
ity and become almost paralyzed with fear.

The air of the senti- 
mental song ** The Rose that all are Praising’’ 
used to beheard in churches as well as par- 
lorsiin this city, and seemed as little out of 
place in one as the other. Another hymn, be- 
ginning ‘‘Saw ye my Saviour,” though proba- 
bly never heard now, was once popular and 
sung to an old Scotch air, ‘‘Saw ye my fath- 
er.”

Churches tn New York City. 
[From the New York Times. } 

Itis said that there are at present 497 
churches, chapels and missions of all denom- 
inations in the metropolis—a gain of 98 in the 
last ten years. Of thesse churches and the 
like, 402 are set down as Protestants, wiih ace 
commedations for 285,000 persons. The Epis- 
copalians have the most of all the Protestant 
churches—s&, with 52,896 sittings. The Pres- 
byterians have 69? churches, with 453,241 sit- 
tings. The Methodists have 61 churches,with 
00,766 sittings. The Baptists have 48 churches, 
With 26,912 sittings. The Reform Dutch have 28 
churches. with 14,986 sittings ; the Lutherans 23, 
with 5,891 sittings. The Roman Catholic have 57 
churches, with 71,784 sittings,the largest num- 
ber of any sect in'the city. As itis estimated 
that the present population of New York 
proper is from 1,250,000 to 1,500,000, more than 
three quarters of all the inhabitants could not 
get into church if they wanted to. But they 
don’t want to, obviously. If they did, plenty 
of accommodation would be pretty sure to be 
furnished. It is asserted that not much over 
half the seating capacity of the city churches 
is generally needed. Many of the churches 
are never half full except on special occasions. 
Only the Roman Catholic edifices are likely to 
be thronged at any time. This is not achureh- 
going town. 
the Irish and a few Germans, do not usually 
attend church, and there are a great many 
educated Americans who invariably stay at 
home on Sundays.

The Appetite of Bread. 
|Paris Letter to New Orleans Picayune. | 


Did you know that bread is not only eaten, 
but eats? Darwin has told us that some flow- 
ers e€DjOy a porter-house steak. Now M. 
Scheurer Kestner assures us bread has a nig- 
ger’s partiajity for hogs and ‘hominy. The 
discovery is interestingfto dyspeptics. for bread 
can be made to do the work of the alimentary 
canal and relieve dyspeptics of all bother except 
mere deglutition and of course paying the 
baker’s bill, which is harder workthan diges - 
tion. Science has singe found that several vege - 
table juizes, orsabs, dissolve meat, but M. 
Scheurer Kestner is the first person who ob- 
served thatinthe process of, breadmaking a 
peculiar fermentation takes place which pro- 
duces complete digestionof meat. A _ beef- 
steak bashed fine and mixed with dough con- 
taining veast disappears entirely by the time 
the bread is taken from the even. The steak’s 
nutritive principles are dissolved and incorpo- 
rated into the bread. Not the least curious 
phenomenon noticed inthese circumstances {s 
that meat, which so rapidly becomes putrid, 


when ‘once incorporated into bread may be. 


kept longer than ordinary bread. Bread made 
in 1875 has been shown the Academy of sci- 
ence; itwas as sweet andfree from mold as 
when it came out of the oyen. 

At first M. Scheurer Kestner used raw 
meat; he mixed one and one-tenth pounds of 
flour, one pound of leaven and three fourths 
of a pound of raw beef minced tine; water in 
sufficient quantity was added, andthe dough 
was left to ferment. Intwo or three hours 
the meat had disappeared. The bread was 
then baked as usual. ‘This meat bread had a 
disagreeable, sour taste. To remove it M. 
Scheurer Kestner tirst boiled the meat in just 
the{quantityjof water necessar\fto wetthe flour, 
and used this waterin kneading. The meat 
should be rid of all fat and only salt enough to 
season the bread added; forif too much salt 
be aided the bread will become humid (salt 
being a great absorber of water) and spoil. 
The objection to this bread is that itis insipid. 
If bacon be used instead of beef the objection 
is removed. Veal, too, makes a delicious 
meat-bread. All these breads may be used to 
make soup. Cut in slices one sixth of a pound 
of this bread,put the slices in a quart of water, 
salt to taste and boil for twenty minutes.

GRANT’S INFORMATION. 

The country is beginning at last to enjoy 
the fruition of Grant’s extensive travels. 
Up to a week ago the distinguished gentle- 
man had imparted but very little of the 
wisdom picked up in a two years’ jaunt up 
and down the face of the earth. There was 
a stwong belief that he was full of the science 
of government; but, beyond 4n occasional 
remark to the effect that it required a great 
deal of governmentin the poor countries 
of the Old World to keep the people in good 
form or that there was more individual 
happiness in this country than there was 
elsewhere, nobody would have suspected 
that this great observer and philosopher 
had been gathering knowledge in the finest 
schools of the earth. When he reached 
Centralia, Illinois, the other night, however, 
he fairly yielded up the rich treasures of 
his mind, even as the trees of Arabia drop 
their medicinable gum. He told the mag- 
nificent crowd of old soldiers assembled to 
honor him something to make them feel 
proud. Hesaid: ‘We have no standing 
army in this country, andI am glad of it. 
I have had opportunity in the last three 
years to see much of standing armies, and 
I know what they are.’’ In addition to the 
startling information that we have no 
standing army in this country—a_ point 
that some question in the 
minds of Sherman and the tax- 
pavers—this greatest soldier that the world 
ever saw boldly deciared that he was not 
in favor of one. Ina country where every- 
body is in favor of a standing army this 
sort of sentiment will sound odd, but it 
comes at a timely period. It shows that 
Gen. Grant is not the dangerous man that 
he has been represented to be and that he 
has no immediate designs on the liberties 
of the people. The knowledge of the evils

| of standing armies which he has gained in 


his travels must be worth millions of dol- 
lars to this people. Until this wise man 
circumnavigated the globe but few people 
of our country were aware of the fact that 
standing armies were dangerous and ex- 
pensive bores. When a crowd of sympa- 
thetic neighbors rescued from the water a 
drowned fisherman and carried him to his 
home they found a splendid collection of 
in the capacious recesses of his 
trousers. The desolate widow, being ask- 
ed what further disposition should be 
made of the body, tearfully responded: 
‘‘Take him back to the river and set him 
again.’’ It seems to us that no better use 
can be made of Grant than to keep him 
traveling. It would be a pity to tie him 
down to the Executive desk in Washington 
when by simply moving about through the 
fast reaches of the earth he can bring to 
this new and struggling Republic such in- 
formation occasionally as that so graciously 
iniparted at Centralia last Saturday.

THE lynching of two negroes at Moberly 
the other day was a disgraceful affair, and 
highly discreditable to the State. Such 
performances deserve to be denounced by 
all friends of Missouri who are interested 
inher future prosperity. But tlre is no 
reason why an act of outlawry inATissouri 
should be made to reflect upon a whole 
people. If we can judge by the reports in 
the newspapers there is more crime in 
Ohio than in this State. The model State 
of Connecticut has furnished more atro- 
cious murders and crimes in@ne year than 
Missouri. The most unique rapes known 
to the criminal calendar are perpetrated 
in the staid and intellectual regions of New 
England, We do not find the journals of

those sections arraigning public sentiment 
because of these crimes nor seeking to repel 
business on account of it. In this State 
crimes are punished as certainly as in 
other States, and the courts are as reput- 
able and capable. In the estimation of the 
St. Louis journalistic traducer, Missouri is 
guilty of the offense of rolling up a stu- 
penduous Democratic majority every year, 
and so leng as this continues we may ex- 
pect to have the outside world advised of 
the fact that Missouriis a laid of banditti, 
given over tocrime, barbarism and dis- 
honesty. There is need of moral reforma- 
tion here just as there is in Massachusetts, 
but itis bad policy to drive away the good 
people who want to come here with stories 
of the State’s depravity. This is a big price 
to pay for the gratification of the partisan 
malice of a newspaper. 


WE must protest agamst the style of jour- 
nalism practiced by our neighbor, the 
Times, this morning. At three minutes to 
8 o’clock the murderers Redemeier and 
Nugent were executed in the yard of the 
Four Courts. At ten minutes to 8 the 
presses in the Times office were running off 
an extra dated 7:45 a. m., which purported 
to be an account of the execution. This 
was a commendable piece of energy, but it 
exhibited rather too much enterprise. The 
PosT-DISPATCti issued an extra at ten min- 
utes after 8 giving the details of the last 
hours of the condemned men and the seenes 
in the jail-yard down to the springing of 
the trap. A comparison of the two showed 
that the Times’ acceunt had been prepared 
in advance, while the matter in the Post- 
DISPATCH gave evidence of having been 
freshly prepared and put in type while the 
scenes narrated were being enacted. To pub- 
lish alleged accounts of events before they 
occur is a.rough joke on the public and any- 
thing but good journalism. The extra of 
the Post-D1spaTCcH sold on the streets this 
morning was a creditable piece of work. It 
was a specimén of the enterprise and fair- 
dealing which the public has learned to look 
for in the Post-DIsPpaTCH, and such as we 
hope our esteemed contemporary across 
the street will emulate. 


THE startling fact was brought out in the 
House at Washington yesterday that there is 
a speech in blank verse in the Congressional 
Record, protected by a copyright. The poet- 
legislator is Mr. Downey, of Wyoming, and 
his effusion is entitled ‘*The Immortals.’’ It 
was thrown off in support of his bill provid- 
ing for the painting of biblical pictures on 
the walls of the Capitol. Mr. Gartield called 
attention to the matter with a view to ascer- 
taining whether it is admissible to protect 
with copyright public speeches printed ina 
Government journal supposed to be free to 
everybody. As a rule every inducement is 
held out to publishers to reproduce the mat- 
ter consigned to the caverns of the Record, 
and there is no likelihood that the copyright 
laws wiil ever be invoked again. The Com- 
mittee on Rules has the matter under consid- 
eration. A question more pertinent than that 
of cépyright is the right of a Member of 
Congress to make a speech in blank verse. 
It is not unusual to find magnificent flights of 
poetry inthe prose efforts of such men as 
Conger, Cox and Garfield, but the iagroduc- 
tion of set poems is an innovation which 
should be frowned upon. Another matter of 
importance is also forced upon the public at- 
tention, and that is the utter worthlessness of 
the Record as a journal of Congressional 
proceedings. It is made up of speeches never 
delivered, absurd essays and literary old junk 
of the most picturesque character. Itis no 
more a reflex of the business of Congress 
than is a patent medicine almanac a transcript 
of the decrees of the immortal gods. 


A MOST remarkable verdict was render 
by a Brooklyn jury late on Saturday after- 
noon last. The case under consideration was 
that of the matron Breimann ayainst the 
maiden Paasch. The former sued the latter 
for $20,000 on the ground that she had been 
deprived of ayaluable husband through the 
fascinations and arts of the defendant. The 
jury returned its verdict in writing, to-wit: 


To the Honorable Judge: 

We, tbe jury in the case of Breimann against 
Paasch, after an earnest, heartfelt and most 
considerate attention, after viewing the evi- 
dence in detail, giving it the calm, honest and 
sacred consideration due the merits of the 
case, came tothis conclusion: That, first, the 
defendant Paaseh is guilty of the acts alleged, 
entitling the plaintiff Breimann to a verdict. 
Secondly, thatin our judgment no amount of 
money is equalto a blasted hearthstune; stil] 
we agree to assess the damage at $2,500. 


The jury was correct in finding that the 
niggardly sum of $2,500 was no compensation 
for a damaged hearthstone. That isn*t 
enough to buy a fashionable pair of andirons.

This was done, and the latter acted by order- 
ing the appearance of the State and the em- 
ployment of counsel to represent her. I was 
out of office when the resolution to make the 
State a party was adopted, and accepted em- 
ployment from the company, whichI hada 
right to do. Inconnection with Judge Hoar, 
of Boston, I assisted in the prosecution of the 
case to its conclusion. I was paid a fee for my 
services, and I have no further apologies or 
explanations to make for the part I took in the 
case.
